26(E).—Whereas a certain Draft Rules, namely the Faizabad Cantonment (Divistion into Wards) Rules, 1997 
was published with the notification of the Government of India in the Mininsty of Defence number 167 dated 9th October 
,1997 in the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 4, dated 25-10-97,.as required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924(2 of 
1924), inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within a period of sixty days ; 

And whereas copies of the Gazette containing the said notification were made available to the public on 13th November, 

1997. 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public in respect of the said Draft Rules within the 
aforesaid period have been duly considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), and in 
supersession of the Faizabad Cantonment, (Division into Wards) Rules, 1954, published vide number SRO 257 dated 10th 
July, 1954, except as respects things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely ; 

RULES 

1. Short title and commencements :— (1) These rules may be called the Faizabad Cantonment (Division into Wards) 
Rules, 1998. 

2. They shall come inot force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. Division of Cantonment into Wards :—For the purpose of holding elections to the Cantonment Boards, the 
Cantonment of Faizabad shall be divided into five Wards, namely :—

From tills point the boundary- of this ward runs in South Westernly direction along Cantonment Board boundary 
upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 9 passing through Cantonment boundary- pillar No. 7 and 8. From this point the 
boundary of this ward runs in North Easternly direction along the Cantonment boundary upto Cantonment Board pillar 
No. 10 Thereafter it runs in South Easternly direction along with Cantonment boundary upto Cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 12 passing through Cantonment boundary pillar No. 11. From boundary- pillar No. 12 the boundary runs in south 
Westernly direction along the Cantonment boundary upto Cantonment Board pillar No. 18 passing through Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 13, 14. 15, 16 & 17. From this point the boundary of ward runs in North Easternly direction along 
Western edge of P.T. S. road upto Junction of P.T, S. road & pandav caves road, thereafter it runs in Northemly direction 
along Eastern edge of P.T.S. road & meets on Junction of P.T.S. road M. H. road, thereafter it runs North Easternly 
direction along Southern edge of M.H. road upto Junction ofM. H. road & Sanitorium road, from this point the boundary 
of this ward runs m North Eastern direction along the eastern edge of Sanitorium road upto South East comer of Central 
School Hostel. Thereafter it runs in Westernly direction along the boundary of Central School Hostel upto West South comer 
of Central School Hostel thereafter the boundary of tliis yvard runs in South Westernly direction along Southern edge of 
Bainganga Nallah upto Bazar boundary pillar No. 14. From tliis point the boundary- of this ward runs in North Westernly 
direction upto Junction of Bhagat Singh road & Arvind Road passing through the North East corner of 
Sy. No. 312. There after it runs in North Easternly direction along Southern edge of Arvind road upto Bazar boundary pillar 
No. 13.

Thereafter it runs in North Westernly direction along Cantonment Bazar boundary upto 
Bazar boundary pillar No. 5. From this point the boundary of this ward runs in South Westernly direction along with Cantonment 
boundary upto South East comer of Burkey Coy. passing through bazar boundary pillar No. 4. From this point the boundary 
of this ward runs in South Easternly direction along with police Station road upto Junction of Tithwal road and police 
Station road . Thereafter it runs South Westernly direction along with Northern edge of Tithwal road upto the point where 
Tithwal road crosses the Bainganga Nallah. From this point the boundary of this ward mns in South Easternly direction along 
with Northern edge of Bainganga Nallah upto North West corner of Hostel Central School. From this point the boundary 
of this ward runs in South Easternly direction upto South Eastern comer of Hostel Central School Therafter it mns in 
South Westernly direction along with Sanitarium road upto the Junction of Sanitorium road and M. H. road. Thereafter it 
runs in South Westernly direction upto the Junction of P.T.S. road & M. H. road. Thereafter it mns in South Westernly 
direction along with P.T.S. road upto Cantonment Boundary pillar No. 18. Thereafter it mns in South Easternly direction 
along with Cantonment Boundary upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 19. From tliis point the boundary of this ward mns in 
North Westernly direction along with Cantonment boundary line upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 28 passing through 
Cantonment boundary pillar No. 20,21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26 & 27. From boundary pillar No. 28 the boundary of this ward runs 
in North Westernly direction along with Cantonment boundary upto boundary pillar No. 29. From this point the boundaiy of 
this ward runs in North Easternly direction upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 36 along the Cantonment boundary-passing 
through Cantonment boundaiy pillor No. 30, 31, 32,33,34, and 35. From this point the boundary ofthis ward mns m South 
Easternly direction along with Cantonment boundary up to Cantonment boundary pillar No. 36-E passing through boundary 
pillar No. 36-A, 36-B, 36 —C and 36-D. Thereafter it mns in Easternly direction upto boundary pillar No 36-F along with 
Cantonment boundaiy. From this point the boundaiy of this ward mns in North Easternly direction upto Cantonment 
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boundary pillar No. 36-H passing through Cantonment bondary pillar No. 36-G. From this point it runs in North Westemly 
direction upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 37. Thereafter it runs in North Eastemly direction along with Cantonment 
boundary upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 38. From this point the boundary of ward runs in North Westemly direction 
along the Cantonment boundary upto boundary pillar No. 45 passing through Cantonment boundary pillar No. 39,40,41,42, 
43, and 44. From this point the boundary of ward runs in North Eastemly direction along with Cantonment boundary line 
passing through Cantonment boundary pillar No 46, 47, 48, 49 & 50 upto Cantonment boundary pillar. No. 1 which is 
starting point of the boundaryof this ward.
